LABORATORY FOR 
CHOLERA SERUM 


MADISON. Wit., Sept. 18. — The 
state s new laboratory for the m an u ­ 
facture of hog serum, on the uni­ 
versity farm, was practically ready 
for occupation today. 
The building, of yellow brick, con­ 
tains seven rooms, including the lab-j 
oratory, the bleeding rooms where, 
hogs are killed for serum p urposes,' 
a dressing room, an office and an ice: 
room, incased in seven thicknesses of 
heatproof material. 
Its cost was $5,- 
009. 
Dr. B. A. Beach will be in charge 
of the production of serum in the 
laboratory. 
Two hundred and fifty 
immune hogs will tie used in p repar­ 
ing the first installment of serum. 
Wisconsin s financial loss due to 
hog cholera last year Is estimated at 
$250,000 and that figure is said to 
be lower than the loss In any of the 
immediately preceding 
five years. 
The disease this year is giving the 
farm ers much worry.

Hershey, president, recently address­ 
ed a meeting of the Columbus Adver­ 
tising club at th e Hotel Deshler here: 
He said: 
“ At this the beginning of our ac­ 
tivity for the fall and winter, it Is 
p< rhaps well to review our principles 
and aims. 
Let it not be 
thought, 
however, that our work is either sea­ 
sonal or occasional. 
J am glad to say 
that the activities of the Advertising 
club have extended through the hot 
weather, and th a t 
the 
accomplish­ 


ments, while not spectacular, have 
nevertheless l*een substantial. 
“ Advertising is the projection of 
business activity into a larger field. 
It is the placing of an enterprise be­ 
fore a larger number, the extension 
of a store or merchandising effort 
into the wider field.

“ if the advertising is flamboyant. 
I h« is justified in the belief that the 
store itself is marked by that c h a r­ 
acteristic. 
lf the advertising is ex-* 
aggers ted. he may well believe the! 
salesmen will exaggerate, that t h e 1 
goods will not come up to the quality! 
I claimed for them, and t h a t »he will] 
i not get the service he may reasonably 
' expert. 
“ lf the advertising is hypercritical 
I of others, he knows that the store is 
more concerned with what its com ­ 
petitors are doing than with the de­ 
s i r e to do him a service. 
If the a d ­ 
vertising misrepresents, he will ex­ 
pect m isrepresentation in the store. 
I And if the advertising is Undignified, 
uncouth and coarse, the same quali­ 
ties may l»e expected in the store. 
“ So we may see advertising is quite 
like the projection of views with a 
stfreoptican.

slide, and the faults are brought out 
as glaringly as the good points.

“ lf the latter, a real change of 
is necessary before the advertising 
can be in a large m easure effective. 
Honesty in advertising is not a m ere 
slogan of the idealist. 
It springs 
from the hearts of men w*ho believe 
that dishonesty is alway* wrong, th a t 
misrepresentation is always a d isad­ 
vantage, and th a t the custom er has 
a right to Imp protected by the man to 
whom he pays his money. 
There is 
no defense for the man who sells 


goods under false pretenses. 
He is a 
criminal at heart. 
Better Selling Conditions 
“ Ro the movement of which we are 
a part is for the betterm ent of condi­ 
tions of m erchandising as well as for 
better advertising. 
It is an appeal 
to the m erchant to do full justice to 
his customers, and an a ttem p t to e d u ­ 
cate him to advantages to the com ­ 
mercial world and to him of strict 
honesty in the transaction of business 
with his own friends who favor him 
with their trade. 
“ Ju st picture in your own minds 
what this would mean and the in­ 
creased value of each advertisement 
put forth. 
When the public believes 
implicitly what is stated in th e a d ­ 
vertising its response will be Imme- 
date. and effective beyond all p re ­ 
cedent. 
Is it too much to say that 
the tim e will come when the s ta te ­ 


ments of the salesmen in the sto res' 
and that the tru th of everyone made 
will always be beyond question?

believe such a state of affairs will 
eventually arrive, and when it does. 
no man will question how much his; 
advertising pays him.

W ithin the last 
year the French voluntarily have ex­ 
changed for flim sy French banknotes 
over $326,000,000 
in 
gold.

stream of gold has been flow ing for 
a year and is still flow ing at from 
$1,000,000 to

two years of war.
